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Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed on June 06, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The remark in the last 
paragraph of page 1 2 to page 1 3, applicant argues that Rhoads does not teach the "removal of said electronic watermark if and only if the 
result of the checking indicates that said content is authorized. However, as recited in (Col 1 1 lines 1-45), the decoder claimed is a 
software program controllable by the clearinghouse. In different embodiment in Rhoads invention, the software program decoder can be 
remotely configured to accommodate the user needs. For instance, in (Col 27 lines 15-35) it shown clearly that the decoder can be 
reconfigured to change the watermark in the content. This evidence shows clearly that the decoder can also remove the watermark if 
desires and authorized by the Clearing house. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that Rhoads does not teach "removal of said electronic watermark if and only if the result of 
the checking indicates that said content is an authorized content", a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, 
the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 
(CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 



3. The newly added claims 16-21 will not be entered due to the reason above. 
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
